FRANCISCO, April 7.—A 
further effort to clear up the cir­ 
cumstances of the sudden death of 
Phar Lap was to be made today 
when Dr. Karl Meer of the Hooper 
Medical Foundation at the Univer­ 
sity of California, launches a patho­ 
logical analysis of the stomach of 
the famed Australian thoroughbred. 
F. N. Chisholm of the food and 
drug adm inistration of the United 
States departm ent of agriculture in­ 
spected the Ed Perry ranch at Menlo 
Park where the horse died. 
Probe Poison Angle. 
He said it was possible that poi­ 
sonous sprays of calcium and lead 
arsenate, used in adjoining orchards, 
may have blown into the ranch field 
where Phar Lap exercised. 
Chis­ 
holm pointed out a small q u a n t i t v 
of this poison would have caused 
death. 
Stable attendants of 
Phar Lap 
said the horse was not allowed to go 
near the trees of an orchard near 
the Perry pasture. 
While Chisholm and 
Dr. Meer 
were making investigation, David J. 
Davis, owner of the gelding, said: 
“We should settle all suspicion by 
finding out the cause of his death, 
but it won’t bring Phar Lap back to 
us.” 
Dr. William Nielsen, the Austra­ 
lian veterinarian who accompanied 
Phar Lap here on the long ocean 
voyage, w'as aiding in the patho­ 
logical analysis of Dr. Meer. 
Dr. 
Nielsen took samples of the stomach 
tissues and contends to the Univer­ 
sity of California. 
Findings Are Secret. 
“The results of the microscopic 
study will not be made public." Da­ 
vis said. 
“I would not wvint any 
Australian ill feeling toward Amer­ 
ica if anything suspicious is dis­ 
covered. 
“It may have been colic th at killed 
Phar Lap. but I want to make sure. 
It is unlikely th at anyone put poison 
into Phar Lap’s food bags. He was 
carefully guarded. 
"The alternative is th at Phar Lap 
died of natural causes, and now I 
am inclined to feel sure of this. 
However, the investigations will be 
completed but will not be made pub­ 
lic.”

Among the honored 
New Castle in pa 
Cam pbell Stevenson, a form er regis­ 
ter and recorder of Lawrence Coun­ 
ty and a veteran of the Civil W ar. 
He was born Septem ber 20. 1838 in 
Plain Grove township. Reared on 
the home larm until eighteen years 
of age, and given only such advan­ 
tage. as were then al forded in coun­ 
try schools, Mr. Stevenson became 
a successful teacher. W hen the Civil 
W ar was precipitated, he closed his 
school in April 1861 and offered his 
services as a soldier, but was taken 
sick before he could be m ustered into 
the service. On August 28, 1861 he 
again enlisted, entering Company E. 
100th Pennsylvania Volunteer 
In ­ 
fantry, for three years and re-el- 
listed December 31. 1863 in the same 
com pany and continued in the ser­ 
vice until his discharge 
July 
24, 
1865 with the rank of second ser­ 
geant. In 1863, he suffered from a 
sunstroke during 
the 
Mississippi 
cam paign and on May 12, 1864 he 
was seriously wounded at Spottsyl- 
vania C ourt House. In addition to 
these injuries, he lost the sense of 
hearing in one ear. He was a m em ­ 
ber of Encam pm ent No. 1 of the 
Union V eteran Legion and a ch ar­ 
ter member of Post No. 100, G rand 
Army of the Republic. Shortly after 
returning from the arm y he was 
m arried. He purchased a sm all farm 
in Plain Grove township and devot- 
t ed his time in the sum m er to its 
cultivation and to teaching during 
the winters. In the m eantim e he took 
an active interest in politics as 
a 
Republican and in 1874 was elected 
as register and recorder. He served 
in th a t office for three years and 
in 1884 was elected as city control­ 
ler, in which office he served for 


six years. In 1896, he was appointed ;

served as such continuously for a 
period of twelve years.
